attribute of Magiſtrates and Potentates , who are

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called wyyim:, bountifull, or benefaFors, Luk. 22, 
25. Andthecircumſtance of the time alſo ſorteth 
with it, For 1/aack lived in the Halcysnian dayes of 
Hezechiah ,after the ſunſet of whoſe happy raigne 
tollowed a tempeſtuous night of troubles borh to 
Church and common wealth, vader bloudy Ido- 
latrous Manaſces. | 

It ſhall be then.a. word ſpoken in due ſeaſon by 
me, if I take now into my mouth theſe words of 
theProphetscomplaint , vpon this ſadde occaſi- 
on, of our celebrating the funcrall of this not on- 
ly great man falne in our Iſrael, (as David (aid of 
Abner,2. Sam. 3.38.) but alſo good man;even ſuch - 
4 1i ghreows ,mercifull mean, as 1s deſcribed and de- 
plored here in my text,Therighteonsman periſheth, 
ec. \ 

Now allthat read or heare theſe words , may 
primo intwita,at the firſt view,finde that they are a 
dolefull complaint of one, who f{ecmeth ro haue 
his head waters, and his eyes a fountaine of teares, 
ler. 9. 1, to bewaile his loſſe. But if we looke. in- 
tothem attentiucly,axzbobus oculis,withbotheycs, 
(as thewiſe mans two eyes are in hs head, Eccl. 2. 
14.) we ſhall finde here a nwltiplicatio fpeciernm, 
complaint vpon complaint, every thing riſing 
higher by degrees, cvcry thing either aggravating 
or interpreting the tormer, adding weight or light 
ro it, For is it nota wonderfull and horrible thing 
in a land, that righteous men, who are the ſtay 
and ſtaffe of a land,Iſa.3. 1, Who are the preſerva- 
Fines of a land from deſtruction, Tob. 22. 30. ler.s5. 
11, And whoarc promiſed 79 1nherit «land, when

wicked men ſhall be cut off,Þ ſal. 37. 34, ſhould pe. 
11/h out of the land? Foy a rizhteons man happily 
once would dye,to ſaue his lite , Rom. 5. 7. This 
made the Pſalmiſtcry out, helpe Lord, for the god- 
ly man ceaſeth , the faithfull faile from among the 
ſonnes of men. Plal, 12. 1, But the complaint re- 
ſtethnor here, it gocth on and riſerh higher by de- 
grces, lamenting that not only righteous men , but 
alſo mercifull men, (the beſt ſpecies of this genus ) 
they, whoſe works of mercy ſhall be remembred 
and rewarded, when all our other workes ſeeme 
to be forgotten,(Come ye bleſſed ere, Mat.25.34,) 
are taken away,and t hat the good man periſheth out 
of the land. Mich. 7. 2. This ſhould feeme to bee 
matter inough for another Lamentations of leremy, 
30 make mens eyes faile with teares, their bowels to 
betroubled, and their livers to be powred out upon 
the earth, Lam. 2. 11. But this isnot all, rhe lofle 
is great, but it aggravateth the complainr, that the 
world ſhould not only be inſenfible of this, vor lay 
it to heart, yea vniverſally inſenſible, yo man lay. 
e:hit to heart, like the drunkard, who was beaten 
but felt it not, Prov, 23. 35, but alſo indocible of 
it, not apprehend, nor waderſtand it, that it ſhould 
not only not pierce the heart, but alſo not enter in- 
to the thought,y12"Qa 18 none wnderſtanding or 
con(ideringit. A brutiſh man knoweth not this , nec. 
ther doth a foole vnderſtandit, Pſal. 92. 6. And 
yerto riſe by degrees higher, that they ſnould 
neither vderſtand -* #n,that ſuch a.thing is done, 
that righieous,mercifull men periſh, are taken away, 
nor the dion, :5at they are taken away from the evil

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to come: may furcher,that they ſhould not vnder: 
ſtand norconſfider, that though theſe iuſt, righte- 
ous men in the ſight of ſuch unwiſe men as they are 
ſeeme to periſh, Wiſd.3.2, Tet their hope is. full of 
immortality , and that their taking away is but 4 
gathering,towitte to their fathers or people, they 
are TD*RDRI1 collefFi, gathered &rc(as 15the cur- 
rent phraſe of ſcripture)& that not only privative- 
ly they re# fromthe labours, and troubles of this 
life, wherewith chey are full , whilest their fleſh 5;

phey did not lay it to heart, or indocibleneſſe of it,in 
their intellefuall part, they did not underſtand nor 
conſider of it, or of the perſons offending hercin, 
who are not a few, but the generall multitude , 0 
manlayeth it to heart, noxe conſidereth it . But is 
their no balme in Gilead, Ter. 8, 22,to cure vs of 
theſe wounds.and loſles 2 is their not a word of 
co»ſolation againſt all this complaint? yes; and that 
much euery way.

The ſame anſwere 
ſerueth for both, it « no; found in the land of the 
living. lob. 28. 12.13. God indeed created man 
vpright, but he ſought out many inventions. Eccl, 
7.29, And man being in honour did not abide , but 
6 like the beaſtes that periſh. Plal. 49. 12. And 
now if you examine and ry him by the r1gor of 
the law, which requireth an vniverſall obedience,

times that have gone before ns have obtaineda good 
report, by their faith ſhewing it ſelfe by good works, 
as the Apoſtle profeſſeth Heb. 11. 12; why may not 
we in this our age wherein iniquity doth abound, and 
charity waxe {o cold, beare witneſſe to the good gra- 
ces of God aboundine in this our brother , and bleſſe 
the memoriall of this inſt man? Since wee may (as 
Auguſtine ſaith contra Fauſtum Manich. lib. 20. 
cap.21)with a more confident praiſe commend them, 
that are conquerours ina more happy life,then thoſe 
that are yet fighting in thu life, And if our Sa- 
viour would have one boxe of ointment that Mary 
powred on his head, to bee ſpoken of whereſoever 
the Goſpell ſhould be preached, Mar. 1 4.9.would he

with which as with ſo many boxes of oyutment, this 
mercyfull man hath anointed Chriſt in his members, 
ſhould be buried in oblivion , never had in remem- 
brance ? And as Saint lames praiſeth the patience 
of lob, and propoſeth it for our imitation, lam .5 . 
/o the fathers & Ecclefiaſticall Hiſtories are full of 
Orations,at the funerall ſolemnities of men and 
womsn,that haue beene famous intheir generations, 
praiſing their good,and propoſing it toour imitation. 
The houre, yea the day would faile me, if I ſhould 
runne into particulars. They thenthat ſtaxd ſo ſliff- 
ly for the leaving of theſe things undone , may ſee 
that our Church walketh in the good and __ way 
erein. 
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herein. And here if I would inſiſt upon his civill tate 
inthis world, I could tell you that heewas no child 
of fooles,or baſe men, (as lob calleth his adverſaries 
lob 30.8.)but of men of renowne, & famons in their 
generations ,being deſcended of a worthy and wor- 
{bipfull ſtock on both ſides,(Deuseſt in utroque pa- 
rente, Ovid.)allied and married to families much 
honoured, intruſted with places of greate# ſervice 
in his country, advanced to a great dignity for him- 
ſelfe, and his ſucceeding poſterity , and exceedingly 
bleſied,in the things of this life,of God, of whoſe hand 
is all, and from whom both riches and honour come, 
in whoſe hand s power and might , and to make 
great, and give ſtrength to all, 1. Chr. 29. 11. But 
theſe are matters alterius fori, rather for Heraldry 
then for the Pulpit, aud it was a well choſen Motto, 
put under his armes by a noble Knight, 
Nam genus & proavos,ct quz non fecimus ipſi, 
Vixca noſtra voco, 
Our ſtocke , and our Annceſtors, and thoſe thinges 
which we haue not done our ſelues, I ſcarcely call our 
owne, For virtue u the true and only nobility , ac- 
cording to which Gregory Nazianzene ſaith excel- 
lently,that the only brightneſſe and glory is the keep. 
ing of the imare of God,and being like to ony origt- 
nall, I wilt not buildany thing then vpon theſe ſands, 
but come to ſhew you more excellent things of him, 
as he was a member of the Church , which is a more 
excellent thing, then to be a Peere of a realme, as 
Theodofius the good Emperour was wont to ſay. 

The whole ſumme of our Chriſtian ſervice , and 
af the duty of man'10 God, , conſiiteth in two grand 
heaas,, 
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heads, holineſfe andrighteouſneſſe , Luk. 1 , in put- 


ting onthe new man, which tu created after God in 
holineſſe and righteouſneſſe, Ephs 4 . 24 . holineſſe 
inthe duties of the firſt table, that concerne Gods 
wor ſhippe: andrighteonſneſſe inthe duties of —_ _ 
cond that reſpect the love of our neighbour.\_And in 
both theſe he was 4 true Iſraelite , ſerving God in 
both of them, not putting aſunder thoſe things which 
God hath ioyned together , not loving God and ha- 
ting his neighbour, as too many zelotes would doe in 
their unrighteons holineſſe,(which yet are aovgele, 
for how ſhall he that loveth not his neighbour whom 
he hath ſcene, love God whom he hath not ſeene? 1, 
Ioh. 4.20 ,) Nor on theothey ſide , in doing the 
workes of righteouſneſſe, and being gratious in the 
eics of men x his moyall and faire converſation, and 
inthe meane while ſiizhting Gods ſervice, yea rec- 
koning it vaine to ſerve him, Mat. 3. 4. 45 t00 many 
Muorall men doe intheir unholy righteouſneſſe. 

For hu piety towards God, as the tree us knowne 
by the fruits, (0 his inward honouring and ſerving of 
God was manifeſted by the outward fruits, and attt- 
ons of it. He conſtantly pat on Toſuahs reſolution, I 
and my houſe will ſerve the Lord,loſ. 24.15 .not on- 
ly repairing ts Gods houſe himſelfeevery Lords day, 
and holy-day, but w4 cauſing his family and ſer. 
vants to goealong with him, andioyne with bim in 
Goas ſervice: as thinking with the good Emperour 
Conftantius, that tbey could never bee faithfull to 
him, that were falſeto God, or negligent in his ſer- 
vice. And for the weeke-dayes, God was daily and 
auly, ever ſince he was an bouſe-keeper , called upon

in his family, two or threetimes a day evening mor- 
ning,and at noone,as David limiteth his times Pſal, 
55.17. 4nd becauſe (45 David profefieth of him- 
ſelfe,2.Sam.24.24.) he wonld not ſacrifice unto 
the Lord his God of that which coft him nothing , he 
was, for a good part of his latter time, at the cof# to 
entertaine and maintaine in his family « Miniſter, 
20 doethe divine office; And no doubt but that as he 
vb ſerved theſe times with his family, ſo he had his 
ſtata tempora, ſet times of entring into his cloſſer, 
and communing with his owne heart inprivate. And 
70 ſhew that Gods word was the ioy and reioycing of 
his heart, the feet of them that brought him the glad 
tidings of it, were beautifull and welcome to So 
he receivedtheminthe name of a Prophet , and they 
went not away from bim unregardead, nor unrewar- 
ded. And whereas too many Gentlemen of our times 
are moit prodigall upon Law ſuites, and moſt penu- 
rious towards Gods worſhippe and his miniſters , he 
onthe other ſide did ſhunne that fault of going to 
Law with others 1,Cor, 6.7.ſþent no money in vex- 
atious ſuites, but abounded in pious nſes,and ſo often 
— the bowels of God , that wee cannot doubt 
but that he ſhall finde mercy of the Loyd in that day, 
Now for his righteouſneſſe in the dutyes that con- 
cerne men,l muit ſelett (ome few particulars tocom- 
mend unto you,for if 1jhould be as large as I might 
here, 1 ſhould onerare vos, dumillum ornare ſty- 
deo,; burden you, whileſt 1 goe about to blaJon him.

But to'paſſe to hu end, (and ſoto an end of all) wee 
muſt take this for an vndoubted Maxime, afaithfull 
ſaying, non eſt patanda mala mors quam bona vi- 
ta przceſſic, ſaith Ambroſe, it is not to bee recko- 
ned an ill death which a good life hath gone before.

We holdin Logicke that where the pre- 
miſes ere affirmative, the concluſion cannot bee ne- 
zative: and it ts as true in Divinity, that where the 
life hath beene good and vertuous, the death cannot 
he bad andwitiom, The righteous , with what death 
ſoever hee bee overtaken , his foule ſhall bein reſt, 
Wild,4.7. Iremember not(ſaith Hierome)in Epita- 
taphio Nepotiani,rhat I have read that any one dyed 
an evill death, who did willingly exerciſe the works 
of charity, for he hath muay to pray for him, or it i tmr, 
poſſible that the prayers of many ſhould not be heard, 
Th our deceaſed brother for along time felt ſuch 4 
declination in the flate of his body, and found ſuch s 
ſhaking of hs earthly tabernacle ,' that he'\could not 
but be ſenſible of the diſſolution of it , and prepare 
himſeife for it. And it ſhould ſeeme that he tooke n0- 
tice hereof, by ordering his greateſt affaires for the 
ſettling of his eſtate, and providing a match for" js 
Heire, to avoid the incoveniences that would have 
followed the negleft thereof. And long ſince at his 
firſt entrance to his eſtate, he ſo minded his mortal;- 
ty, that he provided awill,and (tt his houſe in order, 
Now at laft he deſired much repoſe and quietneſſe, 
which he hadever profeſſed to be needfull for 4 dy- 
ing man, that he might ſet his ſoule in order , and 
prepare it for God, But upon every motion he us 
deſirons of prayers , profeſiing that he found mnth 
comfort in them, even by ſignes and lifting up of 
his hand when his ſpeach failed him, and by _ 
reverence and pulling off his cap , when his weak- 
neſſe would not permit him to uſe that humility, like

20 aac ob, Heb. 11, who when he was a dying , wor- 

ſhipped leaning on the top of his taſte. When his lo- 

ving Brother at the laſt prayed with him,es for him, 

and asked him whether he felt comfort init , he ex- 
preſſed ſo much by the lifting up of his hands , and 

being againe asked whether he was prepared and wil- 

ingto dye, he profeſſed that he was with all his heart, 

And ſo with great patience and quietneſie, induring 

a ſharpe viſitation, which in a ſhort time ended his 

pilgrimage here, like a meeke lambe hee reſigned his 
ſoule intothe hand of his Saviour, I fay then , that 
living to the Lord, and dying in the Lord, hee 
& with the Lord: and that (as Hierome ſaidto Mar- 
cella, about the death of Lea) now for bu ſhort 1a- 
bour here,he enioyeth eternall bleſſedneſſe, hee is xe- 
ceivedintothe Quires of Angels, and ſaith, as wee 
hane heard, ſo wee haue ſeene inthe city of the Lord 
of hoaſtes. Live thes for ever, 0 bleſſed ſoule, inthe 
boſome of Abraham, free from the tentations and 
troubles of this mortall life! follow the lambe whi- 
t herſoever hee goeth, bee before the throne of God, 
and ſerve him day and night! ſee light in his light! 
be abundantly ſaisfied with the pleaſures of his 
houſe) and drinke of the rivers of his pleaſures , even 
at his right hand , where are thoſe pleaſures for e- 
wer more, which eye hath not ſeene, eare hath not 
heard, nor it entred into the heart of man to con- 
eerve!
